NORTH  CAROLINA  STATE  CENTERS  FOR  THE  MENTALLY  RETARDED 
Fiscal  Year  I97I  - I972  (FY  72) 


Summary 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1972  (FY  72),  the  four  North  Carolina 
State  Centers  for  the  Mentally  Retarded  served  1 percent  more  patients  than  during 
FY  71,  and  about  10  percent  more  than  in  FY  67. 

Total  admissions  (first  admissions  and  readmissions  combined)  numbered  464,  a 
1 percent  increase  compared  with  FY  71,  but  3 percent  lower  than  FY  67. 

Total  direct  and  indirect  discharges  were  11  percent  higher  than  were  reported 
during  FY  71,  and  27  percent  higher  than  were  reported  during  FY  67. 

The  average  daily  resident  population  (4842)  dropped  2 percent  below  the  FY  71 
level  (4941),  but  was  5 percent  higher  than  the  experience  in  FY  67  (4594). 

See  Table  1 for  a comparison  of  data  for  FY  72,  FY  71,  and  FY  67. 

See  Table  2 for  the  FY  72  annual  report  showing  data  for  each  of  the  four  state 
centers  for  the  mentally  retarded. 


Total  Admissions  to  Centers 

According  to  the  monthly  statistical  reports  prepared  in  the  medical  records 
offices  of  the  four  MR  centers,  there  were  349  first  admissions  and  115  readmissions — 
a total  of  464  admissions  during  FY  72. 

From  FY  64  through  FY  72,  total  admissions  to  the  four  MR  centers  varied  in  the 
range  of  428  and  574,  a gap  of  I56,  with  two  peaks,  one  in  FY  65  and  one  in  FY  69. 

FY  71  had  the  fewest  total  admissions  (428),  FY  72  numbered  464,  an  8 percent  increase 
over  FY  71. 

During  FY  72,  349  persons  were  admitted  to  the  MR  centers  for  the  first  time,  of 
whom  41  percent  were  admitted  to  Western  Carolina  Center,  I9  percent  to  Murdoch  Center, 
23  percent  to  0’ Berry  Center  and  17  percent  to  Caswell  Center. 

Transfers-in  from  other  state  institutions  dropped  well  below  the  FY  71  level 
(-79  percent).  Changes  in  the  policy  of  admitting  patients  to  the  MR  Centers  serving 

their  county  of  residence  may  have  contributed  by  reducing  the  need  for  inter-facility 
transfers. 
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Leave  Returns  and  Placements 


Leave  returns  during  FY  72  were  almost  identical  with  the  level  of  one 
year  earlier.  The  majority  of  returns  were  reported  as  otherwise  absence  returns 
(absence  less  than  30  days).  When  compared  with  leave  returns  during  FY  67, 
leave  returns  in  FY  72  dropped  25  percent.  Returns  from  otherwise  absence  were 
only  half  of  the  number  in  FY  67  (-47  percent).  There  was  a sharp  increase  in  the 
returns  and  placements  on  unauthorized  absence.  The  largest  share  (94  percent  for 
both  categories)  was  reported  at  Western  Carolina  Center. 


Total  Direct  and  Indirect  Separations 

During  FY  72,  reported  boarding  home  placements  and  boarding  home  leave  discharges 
were  high  above  their  FY  71  level.  On  the  other  hand,  transfers-out  showed  a decrease 
of  71  percent  over  the  experience  of  one  year  earlier. 

Of  the  207  direct  discharges  during  FY  72,  138  or  67  percent  were  reported  at 
Western  Carolina  Center. 


Resident  Population 

On  June  30,  1972,  the  number  of  residents  at  the  MR  Centers  showed  a slight 
decrease  (4  percent)  when  compared  to  the  experience  of  FY  71.  However,  resident 
population  on  June  30,  1972  had  increased  5 percent  over  that  of  June  30,  1967- 

The  average  daily  resident  population  (ADP)  showed  the  same  trend  as  the 
resident  population.  For  the  year  of  72,  ADP  decreased  (2  percent)  when  compared 
to  the  experience  of  FY  71,  but  increased  (5  percent)  when  compared  to  the  experience 
of  FY  67. 


Patients  Served 


Patient  served  includes  the  resident  population  at  the  start  of  the  year, (July 
1,  1971)  plus  first  and  readmissions  during  the  year.  During  FY  72,  the  four  MR 
Centers  in  North  Carolina  served  4842  patients,  slightly  less  (-1  percent)  than  it 
served  during  FY  71  (4842  vs  4941),  but  substantially  more  (10  percent)  than  in 
FY  67  (4842  vs  4594). 


Waiting  List 

On  June  30,  1972,  there  were  I60  applicants  on  the  waiting  lists.  Murdoch  Cent el 
and  Western  Carolina  Center  each  accounted  for  about  50  percent.  O' Berry  had  only 
one  and  Caswell  Center  had  none.

Summary 


During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1973  (FY  73)f  the  four  North  Carolina 
State  Centers  for  the  Mentally  Retarded  served  5,102  patients,  admitted  393  patients 
(first  admissions  and  re admissions  combined),  discharged  1,419  patients  (directly 
or  indirectly),  and  had  an  average  daily  population  of  4,635  patients.  See 
Table  1 for  a comparison  of  data  for  FY  73  vs.  FY  72  and  FY  68,  See  Table  2 for 
the  FY  73  annual  report  showing  data  for  each  of  the  four  centers. 

Total  Admissions 

According  to  the  monthly  population  summaries  (Form  DMH  629)  prepared  in  the 
medical  records  offices  of  the  four  MR  centers,  there  were  290  first  admissions  and 
103  re admissions  — a total  of  393  admissions  — during  FY  73» 

As  Figure  1 shows,  the  393  admissions  during  FY  73  was  the  lowest  yearly  total 
in  the  past  ten  years  (FY  64  — FY  73) • Transfers  in  from  other  state  institutions 
numbered  46,  more  than  twice  the  number  in  FY  72  (22),  but  still  far  less  than  the 
109  transfers  reported  during  FY  71. 

Leave  Returns  and  Placements 

Leave  returns  were  24  percent  lower  during  FY  73  than  during  FY  72,  with  more 
than  half  the  returns  being  reported  as  otherwise  absence  returns  (absence  less  than 
30  days).  The  number  of  unauthorized  absence  returns  dropped  sharply,  related  tc 
the  equcilly  sharp  drop  in  the  number  of  unauthorized  absence  placements.  The  total 
number  of  leave  placements  was  15  percent  below  the  FY  72  figure. 

Total  Direct  and  Indirect  Discharges 

During  FY  73^  the  number  of  direct  discharges,  deaths,  transfers  out,  and 
indirect  discharges  was  almost  identical  to  that  of  FY  72.  Nearly  half  (44^)  of 
the  direct  discharges  occurred  at  Western  Carolina  Center. 
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Resident  Population 

The  4j506  residents  at  the  four  MR  centers  on  June  30,  1973^  was  4 percent 
below  the  4^709  for  June  30,  1972.  Correspondingly,  the  average  daily  resident 
population  (ADP)  during  FY  73  (45635)  was  also  4 percent  below  the  ADP  for  FY  72 

(4,842). 


Patients  Served 


The  number  of  patients  served  is  computed  by  adding  the  number  of  residents 
at  the  start  of  the  fiscal  year  (July  1,  1972)  to  the  number  of  first  and  readmission: 
during  the  year.  The  5,102  patients  served  during  FY  73  was  4»5  percent  below  the 
5,348  served  during  FY  72. 


Waiting  List 

On  June  30,  1973,  there  were  124  applicants  on  the  waiting  list;  a 22  percent 
decrease  below  the  I60  on  June  30,  1972.  We  note  that  these  124  applicants  were 
on  the  waiting  lists  of  Western  Carolina  and  Murdoch  Centers  only.

SUMMARY 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1975  (FY  75)  the  four  North  Carolina 
Centers  for  the  Mentally  Retarded  served  4,239  persons,  admitted  344  persons 
(first  admissions  and  readmissions  combined),  discharged  597  persons  (direct 
discharges  and  discharges  while  on  leave),  and  had  an  average  daily  resident 
population  of  3,868.  See  Table  1 for  a comparison  of  major  service  indicators 
for  the  past  ten  fiscal  years  and  Table  2 for  detailed  FY  75  data  for  each  of 
the  four  mental  retardation  centers. 


ADMISSIONS 


Total  admissions  for  FY  75  decreased  by  5.2  percent  from  the  level  of 
FY  74.  First  admissions  decreased  by  11.7  percent  for  the  year  but  readmissions 
increased  by  6.1  percent. 


DISCHARGES 

During  FY  75  there  were  272  direct  discharges,  325  indirect  discharges 
(discharges  while  on  leave)  and  49  deaths.  Compared  to  FY  74,  these  figures 
represent  decreases  of  14.2  percent  in  direct  discharges,  4.4  percent  in 
indirect  discharges,  and  15.5  percent  in  deaths. 


RESIDENT  POPULATION 


At  the  beginning  of  FY  75  (July  1,  1974),  the  four  MR  Centers  began 
reporting  the  new  leave  category  of  home  visit,  thereby  re-defining  the  resident 
population  to  3,895.  During  the  year  the  resident  population  decreased  by 
7.5  percent  to  3,602  (resident  population  on  June  30,  1975). 

The  average  daily  resident  population  during  FY  75  was  3,868. 


WAITING  LIST 


On  June  30,  1975,  there  were  29  persons  on  the  waiting  lists,  representing 
a 54  percent  decrease  from  the  63  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  FY  74.

SUMMARY 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1977  (FY1977)  the  four  North  Carolina  Centers 
for  the  Mentally  Retarded  served  3,579  persons  in  residential  care  and  treatment 
plus  132  persons  in  respite  care.  The  centers  admitted  75  plus  115  respite  care 
and  discharged  241  (direct  discharges  and  discharges  while  on  leave)  plus  112 
respite  care.  There  was  an  average  daily  resident  population  of  3,375.  See  Table 
1 for  a comparison  of  major  service  indicators  for  the  past  ten  fiscal  years  and 
Table  2 for  detailed  FY1977  data  for  each  of  the  four  mental  retardation  centers. 


ADMISSIONS 


Total  admissions  for  FY1977  decreased  by  33.6  percent  from  the  level  of  FY1976. 
Regular  admissions  decreased  by  39.5  pe-cent  and  respite  care  admissions  decreased 
by  29  percent. 


DISCHARGES 

During  FY1977  there  were  50  direct  discharges,  112  respite  care  discharges, 

191  indirect  discharges  (discharges  while  on  leave)  and  43  deaths.  Compared 
to  FY1976,  these  figures  represent  decreases  of  62.7  percent  in  direct  discharges, 
10.4  percent  in  respite  care  discharges,  12  percent  in  indirect  discharges  and 
18.9  percent  in  deaths. 


RESIDENT  POPULATION 


At  the  beginning  of  FY1977  (July  1,  1976)  the  resident  population  at  the  four 
MR  Centers  was  3,504  plus  17  respite  care.  During  the  year  the  resident  population 
decreased  by  7.8  percent  to  3,240  plus  6 respite  care  (June  30,  1977). 

The  average  daily  resident  population  during  FY1977  was  3,375. 


WAITING  LIST 


On  June  30,1977  there  were  23  persons  on  the  waiting  lists  i"or  admission,  representina 
a 14.8  percent  decrease  from  the  27  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  FY1976.

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1978  (FY1978)  the  four  North  Carolina 
Centers  for  the  Mentally  Retarded  served  3,341  persons  in  residential  care 
and  treatment  plus  142  persons  in  respite  care.  The  centers  admitted  101  plus 
136  respite  care  and  discharged  193  (direct  discharges  and  discharges  while 
on  leave)  plus  110  respite  care.  These  was  an  average  daily  resident  population 
of  3,228.  See  Table  1 for  a comparison  of  major  service  indicators  for  the 
past  ten  fiscal  years  and  Table  2 for  detailed  FY1978  data  for  each  of  the  four 
mental  retardation  centers. 

ADMISSIONS 

Total  admissions  for  FY1978  increased  by  24.7  percent  over  the  level  of  FY1977. 
Regular  admissions  increased  by  34.7  percent  and  respite  care  admissions 
increased  by  18.3  percent. 

DISCHARGES 


During  FY1978  there  were  77  direct  discharges,  110  respite  care  discharges, 

116  indirect  discharges  (discharges  while  on  leave)  and  42  deaths.  Compared 
to  FY1977,  these  figures  represent  an  increase  of  54  percent  in  direct  discharges, 
a decrease  of  1.8  percent  in  respite  care  discharges,  a decrease  of  39.3  percent 
in  indirect  discharges,  and  a decrease  of  2.3  percent  in  deaths. 

RESIDENT  POPULATION 

At  the  beginning  of  FY1978  (July  1,  1977)  the  resident  population  at  the  four 
MR  Centers  was  3,240  plus  6 respite  care.  During  the  year  the  resident  population 
decreased  by  4.7  percent  to  3,077  plus  17  respite  care  (June  30,  1978). 

The  average  daily  resident  population  during  FY1978  was  3,228. 

WAITING  LIST 

On  June  30,  1978  there  were  20  persons  on  the  waiting  list  for  admission, 
representing  a 13  percent  decrease  from  the  23  on  the  waiting  list  at  the 
end  of  FY1977.

SUMMARY 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1979  (FY1979)  the  four  North  Carolina  Centers 
for  the  Mentally  Retarded  served  3,363  persons  in  residential  care  and  treatment 
plus  158  persons  in  respite  care.  The  centers  admitted  57  plus  141  respite  care 
and  discharged  149  (direct  discharges  and  discharges  while  on  leave)  plus  132  respite 
care.  There  was  an  average  daily  resident  population  of  3,162.  See  Table  1 for  a 
comparison  of  major  service  indicators  for  the  past  ten  fiscal  years  and  Table  2 
for  detailed  EY1979  data  for  each  of  the  four  mental  retardation  centers. 


j ADMISSIONS 

' Total  admissions  for  EY1979  decreased  by  16.5  percent  from  the  level  of  EY1978. 

Regular  admissions  decreased  by  43.6  percent  and  respite  care  admissions  increased 
^ by  3.7  percent. 

^ DISCHARGES 


During  EY1979  there  were  35  direct  discharges,  132  respite  care  discharges, 

114  indirect  discharges  (discharges  while  on  leave)  and  19  deaths.  Compared 
to  EY1978,  these  figures  represent  a decrease  of  54.5  percent  in  direct  discharges, 
an  increase  of  20  percent  in  respite  care  discharges,  a decrease  of  1.7  percent 
in  indirect  discharges,  and  a decrease  of  5^.8  percent  in  deaths. 

RESIDENT  POPULATION 

At  the  beainning  of  EY1979  (July  1,  1978)  the  resident  population  at  the  four  MR 
Centers  was  3,077  plus  17  respite  care.  During  the  year  the  resident  population 
decreased  by  0.7  percent  to  3,063  plus  10  respite  care  (June  30,  1979). 

The  average  daily  resident  population  during  FY1979  was  3,162. 

WAITING  LIST 

On  June  30,  1979  there  were  20  persons  on  the  waiting  list  for  admission,  the 
same  number  as  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  EY1978.

The  centers  admitted  67  plus  106  respite  care  and  discharged 
I 117  (direct  discharges  and  discharges  while  on  leave)  plus  90  respite  care.  There  was 
an  average  daily  resident  population  of  3,102.

During  FY1980  there  were  15  direct  discharges,  90  respite  care  discharges,  102  indirect 
discharges  (discharges  while  on  leave)  and  26  deaths.  Compared  to  FY1979,  these  figures 
j represent  a decrease  of  57.1  percent  in  direct  discharges,  a decrease  of  31.8  percent 
i in  respite  care  discharges,  a decrease  of  10.5  percent  in  indirect  discharges,  and  an 
: increase  of  36.8  percent  in  deaths. 

RESIDENT  POPULATION

This  report  is  presented  in  two  parts.  Part  1 is  a summary  and 
comparison  of  fiscal  year  I98I  to  fiscal  year  I9B0,  as  well  as  to 
five  years  previously.  Significant  statistics  and  trends  are 
outlined  in  this  section. 

Part  11  is  a group  of  three  detailed  summary  tables.  Table  1 provides 
a comparison  of  major  service  indicators  for  the  past  ten  fiscal  years, 
and  Table  2 provides  detailed  data  for  this  fiscal  year  for  each  of 
the  four  Mental  Retardation  Centers.

PART  1 SUMMARY  AND  COMPARATIVE  HIGHLIGHTS 


ADMISSIONS 


Total  admissions  for  FY81  increased  by  11  percent  from  the  admission 
level  of  FY80.  This  increase  is  largely  attributable  to  the 
continuing  increase  in  respite  care  admissions.  Residential 
admissions,  however,  continued  to  decline  from  FY77  to  FY81.

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DISCHARGES 


Durinq  FY8l  there  were  a total  of  28?  discharges  from  the  four  Mental 
Retardation  Centers  with  respite  care  discharges  accounting  for  almost 
50  percent  of  all  discharges.  This  indicates  a significant  increase 
from  FY77  when  respite  care  discharges  accounted  for  28  percent  of 
all  discharges.  Non  respite  care  discharges  (direct,  indirect,  deaths) 
have  continued  to  decline  from  the  1977  level.  Fiscal  year  I98O  had 
the  lowest  number  of  total  discharges  in  the  past  five  fiscal  years

ADMISSIONS 


There  were  230  admissions  to  North  Carolina  Mental  Retardation 
Centers  during  fiscal  year  1982.  Of  these  admissions,  12  percent 
(27)  were  residential  and  88  percent  (203)  were  respite  care. 

Total  admissions  for  FY82  increased  by  20  percent  from  the 
admission  level  of  FY8I . This  increase  is  largely  attributable 
to  the  continuing  growth  in  respite  care  admissions.  As  depicted 
in  the  graph  below,  respite  care  admissions  have  grown  from  57 
percent  (136)  of  total  admissions  in  1978  to  88  percent  (203)  of 
total  admissions  in  1982.  Residential  admissions,  however, 
continued  to  decline  from  FY78  to  FY82.

DISCHARGES 


During  Fiscal  Year  1982  there  were  a total  of  249  discharges  from 
the  four  State  Mental  Retardation  Centers.  Respite  care  discharges 
accounted  for  70  percent  (175)  of  all  discharges  in  FY82,  while 
direct  and  indirect  residential  discharges  (74)  comprised  the 
remaining  30  percent  of  discharges. 

Residential  discharges  accounted  for  63  percent  (193)  of  total 
discharges  in  FY78.  By  fiscal  year  1982  the  percent  of  residential 
discharges  had  declined  to  30  percent  (74).  Respite  care  discharges 
have  continued  to  increase  from  FY78  to  FY82  except  in  I98O.

There  were  312  admissions  to  North  Carolina  Mental  Retardation  Centers 
during  fiscal  year  1983.  Of  these  admissions,  12  percent  (36)  were 
residential  and  83  percent  (276)  were  respite  care. 

Total  admissions  for  FY83  increased  by  12  percent  from  the  admission 
level  of  FY82.  This  increase  is  largely  attributable  to  the  continuing 
growth  in  respite  care  admissions.  As  depicted  in  the  graph  below,  respite 
care  admissions  have  grown  from  71% (141)  of  total  admissions  in  1979  to  88 
percent  (276)  of  total  admissions  in  1983.  Residential  admissions,  however, 
continued  to  decline  from  FY79  to  FY83.

During  Fiscal  Year  1983  there  were  a total  of  349  discharges  from  the  five  State 
Mental  Retardation  Centers.  Respite  care  discharges  accounted  for  73  percent  (256) 
of  all  discharges  in  FY83,  while  direct  and  indirect  residential  discharges  (93) 
comprised  the  remaining  27  percent  of  discharges. 

Residential  discharges  accounted  for  53  percent  (149)  of  total  discharges 
in  FY79  by  fiscal  year  1983  the  percent  of  residential 
discharges  had  declined  to  27  percent  (93).

ADMISSIONS 


There  were  306  admissions  to  North  Carolina  Mental  Retardation  Centers 
during  fiscal  year  1984.  Of  these  admissions,  17  percent  (51)  were 
residential  and  83  percent  (255)  were  respite  care. 

Total  admissions  for  FY84  decreased  by  2 percent  from  the  admission 
level  of  FY83.  As  depicted  in  the  graph  below,  respite  care  admissions 
have  grown  from  61  percent  (106)  of  total  admissions  in  1980  to  83 
percent  (255)  of  total  admissions  in  1984.  Residential  admissions, 
however,  continued  to  decline  from  FY80  to  FY84.

During  fiscal  year  1984  there  were  a total  of  350  discharges  from  the 
five  State  Mental  Retardation  Centers.  Respite  care  discharges  accounted 
for  71  percent  (249)  of  all  discharges  in  FY84,  while  direct  and  indirect 
residential  discharges  (101)  comprised  the  remaining  29  percent  of 
discharges . 

Residential  discharges  accounted  for  57  percent  (117)  of  total  discharges 
in  FY80.  By  fiscal  year  1984  the  percent  of  residential  discharges 
had  declined  to  29  percent  (101).

This  is  an  annual  report  providing  information  from  selected  service 
indicators  on  the  State  Mental  Retardation  Centers  (MRC's) . Data 
included  in  the  report  are  compiled  from  three  forms  submitted 
routinely  by  each  of  the  five  MRC's.  The  Form  A Admission  Identification/ 
Face  Sheet,  the  DS-10  Population  Movement  Report  and  the  DS-24 
Population  Summary  forms. 

This  report  is  presented  in  two  parts.  Part  I is  a summary  and 
comparison  of  fiscal  year  1986  to  the  four  previous  years.  Significant 
statistics  and  trends  are  outlined  in  this  section. 

Part  II  is  a group  of  three  detailed  summary  tables.  Table  I provides 
a comparison  of  major  service  indicators  for  the  past  ten  fiscal 
years,  and  Table  II  provides  detailed  data  for  this  fiscal  year 
for  each  of  the  five  Mental  Retardation  Centers.  A regional  summary 
of  service  indicators  is  presented  in  Table  III. 
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PART  1 SUMMARY  AND  COMPARATIVE  HIGHLIGHTS 


ADMISSIONS 


There  were  332  admissions  to  North  Carolina  Mental  Petardation 
Centers  during  fiscal  year  1986.  Of  these  admissions,  21  percent 
(69)  were  residential  and  79  percent  (263)  were  respite  care. 

Total  admissions  for  FY86  decreased  by  11  percent  from  the 
admission  level  of  FY85.  Respite  care  admissions  in  1986  represented 
79  percent  of  total  admissions.  This  is  a two  percent  increase 
over  1985  and  could  signal  reversal  of  a trend  downward  from  88% 
in  1982  to  77%  in  1985.

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DISCHARGES 


During  fiscal  year  1986  there  were  a total  of  401*  discharges 
froin  the  five  State  Mental  Retardation  Centers.  Respite  care  discharges 
accounted  for  61  percent  (246)  of  all  discharges  in  FY86,  while 
direct  and  indirect  residential  discharges  (155)  comprised  the 
remaining  39  percent  of  discharges. 

The  percentage  of  residential  discharges  to  total  discharges 
remained  fairly  constant  for  the  years  1982  through  1985  (30%, 

27%,  and  28%  respectively).  However,  for  1986  the  percentage  of 
residential  discharges  increased  to  39%  of  total  discharges  (155 
of  401) .

The  number  of  persons  served  at  the  five  State  North  Carolina 
Mental  Retardation  Centers  for  fiscal  year  1986  was  3,369.  The 
total  number  of  persons  served  in  FY86  (2,988  residents  and  381 
respite  care)  is  a decrease  of  3 percent  from  the  FY85  total  of 
3,462  (3,052  residential  and  410  respite  care). 

The  data  presented  in  the  graph  below  represents  the  number 
of  persons  served  at  the  Mental  Retardation  Centers  for  fiscal 
years  1982  to  1986  divided  into  residential  and  respite  care  groups. 
Residential  persons  served  increased  from  3,136  in  1982  to  3,289 
in  1983  but  since  has  declined  slightly  each  year.  The  number 
of  respite  care  persons  served  increased  steadily  each  year  from 
1982  to  1985  but  the  1986  figure  of  381  is  a 7%  decrease  from  1985.

PART  I - SU^flARY  AND  COMPARATIVE  HIGHLICMTS 


ADMISSIONS 


There  were  299  admissions  to  North  Caroline  Mental  Retardation  Centers 
during  fiscal  year  1987.  Of  these  admissions,  27  percent  (81)  were 
residential  and  73  percent  (218)  were  respite  care. 


Total  admissions  for  FY87  decreased  by  10  percent  from  the  admission 
level  of  FY86.  Respite  care  admissions  in  1987  represented  73  percent  of 
total  admissions,  a six  percent  decrease  from  1986.  This  continues  a 
general  trend  of  recent  years  which  has  seen  respite  admissions  as  a 
percentage  of  total  admissions  decrease  from  88  percent  in  1983  to  its 
present  73  percent.  (This  general  trend  was  interrupted  in  1986  when  the 
percentage  increased  to  79  percent  versus  77  percent  in  1985.)

During  fiscal  year  1987  there  were  a total  336*  discharges  frc«i  the 
five  State  Mental  Retardation  Centers.  Respite  care  discharges  accounted 
for  61  percent  (205)  of  all  discharges  in  FY87,  while  direct  and  indirect 
residential  discharges  (131)  comprised  the  remaining  39  percent  of 
discharges .

Retardation  Centers  for  fiscal  year  1987  was  3,211.  The  total  number  of 
persons  served  in  FY87  (2,859  residents  and  352  respite  care)  is  a 
decrease  of  five  percent  from  the  FY86  total  of  3,369  (2,988  residential 
and  381  respite  care). 

The  data  presented  in  the  graph  below  represents  the  number  of  persons 
served  at  the  Mental  Retardation  Centers  for  fiscal  years  1983  to  1987 
divided  into  residential  and  respite  care  groups.  Residential  persons 
served  has  declined  slightly  each  year  since  1983.  The  number  of  respite 
care  persons  served  increased  from  1983  through  1985;  however,  the  1986 
figure  of  381  was  a seven  percent  decrease  from  1985  and  the  1987  figure  of 
352  is  an  eight  percent  decrease  from  1986.

There  were  299  axinissions  to  North  Carolina  Mental  Retardation  Centers 
during  fiscal  year  1988.  Of  these  admissions,  17  percent  (50)  were 
residential  and  83  percent  (249)  were  respite  care. 

Total  admissions  in  FY  1988  were  exactly  the  same  as  for  FY  1987 . 
However,  the  number  of  residential  admissions  decreased  38%  frcm  the  81 
admitted  in  1987.  Conversely,  respite  care  admissions  increased  14%  over 
the  218  admitted  last  year. 

Respite  care  admissions  in  1988  represented  83  percent  of  total 
admissions,  a ten  percent  increase  from  1987.  This  seems  a significant 
change;  but,  compared  with  the  percentages  of  previous  years,  the  73 
percent  figure  of  1987  is  a five  year  low.  The  percentages  of  other  years 
eire:

SUMMARY  AND  COMPARATIVE  HIGHLIGHTS 


ADMISSIONS* 


There  were  254  admissions  to  North  Carolina  Mental  Retardation  Centers 
during  fiscal  year  1989.  Of  these  admissions,  20  percent  (52)  were 
residential  and  80  percent  (202)  were  respite  care. 

Total  admissions  in  FY  1989  were  15%  less  than  the  FY  1988  level.  The 
reduction  is  predominately  in  the  number  of  respite  care  admissions  - a 
decrease  from  249  in  1988  to  202  this  year. 

This  is  the  first  noticeable  drop  in  admissions  since  FY  1986.  The  MR 
Centers  contributing  most  to  the  decline  are  Caswell  Center  and  Western 
Carolina  Center.  Caswell’s  admissions  were  down  from  118  in  1988  to  103 
this  year.  Western  Carolina  Center  was  down  from  102  in  1988  to  56  in 
1989.  Black  Mountain  Center  shows  an  increase  from  25  in  1988  to  36  in 
1989.  The  number  of  admissions  at  O’Berry  and  Murdoch  Centers  remained 
essentially  unchanged.

During  fiscal  year  1989  there  were  a total  of  325  discharges  from  the 
five  North  Carolina  Mental  Retardation  Centers.  This  is  a 13%  decrease 
from  the  FY  1988  figure  of  375.  Respite  care  discharges  accounted  for  58 
percent  (189)  of  all  discharges  in  FY  1989,  while  direct  and  indirect 
residential  discharges  (136)  comprised  the  remaining  42  percent  of 
discharges . 

Although  the  total  number  of  direct  and  indirect  discharges  remains 
comparable  this  year  to  last  year,  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  ratio  of 
direct  discharges  to  indirect  discharges  is  significantly  different.  In  FY 
1988  the  ratio  was  73  direct  to  74  indirect.  In  FY  1989  the  ratio  is  24 
direct  to  112  indirect.

The  number  of  persons  served  at  the  five  North  Carolina  Mental 
Retardation  Centers  for  fiscal  year  1989  was  3053.  This  total,  2765 
residents  and  288  respite  care  clients,  is  a decrease  of  four  percent  from 
the  1988  total  of  3171.  Although  the  total  served  decreased,  the  number  of 
respite  care  clients  served  showed  a slight  increase  - from  275  to  288,  a 
five  percent  increase. 

The  data  presented  in  the  graph  below  represents  the  number  of  persons 
served  at  the  Mental  Retardation  Centers  for  fiscal  years  1985  to  1989 
divided  into  residential  and  respite  care  groups.  As  may  be  noted  from  the 
graph,  total  persons  served  by  the  MRC’s  has  declined  slightly  each  year 
since  1985.  While  the  year  to  year  decline  is  slight,  the  accumulated 
decline  since  1985  is  nearly  12  percent.

This  is  an  annual  report  providing  information  from  selected  service  indicators  on 
the  State  Mental  Retardation  Centers  (MRCs).  Data  included  in  the  report  are 
compiled  from  four  forms  submitted  routinely  by  each  of  the  five  MRC's.  The 
Form  A Admission  Identification/Face  Sheet,  the  DS-10  Population  Movement 
Report,  the  DS-24  Population  Summary  Forms,  and  the  DMH/DD/SAS  601-1-88 
Division  of  Mental  Health/Developmental  Disabilities/Substance  Abuse,  Diagnostic 
Report. 

This  report  is  presented  in  three  parts.  Part  I is  a summary  and  comparison  of 
fiscal  year  1992  to  the  four  previous  years.  Also  a person  served  summary  for  the 
past  10  fiscal  years  is  presented.  Significant  statistics  and  trends  are  outlined  in 
this  section. 

Part  II  is  a group  of  four  detailed  summary  tables.  Table  I provides  a comparison  of 
Major  service  indicators  for  the  past  ten  fiscal  years.  Table  II  provides  detailed 
data  for  the  current  fiscal  year  for  each  of  the  five  Mental  Retardation  Centers. 
Table  III  is  a summary  of  service  indicators  presented  in  a regional  format.  Table 
IV  is  a summary  of  Persons  Served  by  Region  and  Area.

ADMISSIONS* 

There  were  281  admissions  to  North  Carolina  Mental  Retardation  Centers  during  fiscal 
year  1992  including  23  Transfer-Ins  from  other  facilities.  Of  these  admissions,  54  percent  (153) 
were  residential  and  46  percent  (128)  were  respite  care. 

Total  admissions  in  FY  1992  were  20%  less  than  the  FY  1991  level.  The  decrease  is 
predominately  in  the  number  of  respite  care  admissions  - a decrease  from  252  in  1991  to  128 
this  year. 

There  was  a decrease  in  admissions  in  FY  1992.  The  MR  Centers  contributing  most  to 
the  decrease  are  Caswell  and  Murdoch  Centers.  Caswell  Center  decreased  from  158  in  1991 
to  79  in  1992.  Murdoch  Center  decreased  from  96  in  1991  to  70  in  1992.  O’Berry  admissions 
were  24  in  1991  and  24  this  year.  Western  Carolina  Center  was  down  from  47  in  1991  to  44 
in  1992.  Because  of  the  addition  of  the  Alzheimer’s  Unit,  Black  Mountain  Center  shows  an 
increase  from  27  admissions  in  1991  to  64  in  1992.

During  fiscal  year  1992  there  were  a total  of  291  discharges  including  deaths  and 
transfers  outs  from  the  five  North  Carolina  Mental  Retardation  Centers.  This  is  a (31%) 
decrease  from  the  FY1991  figure  of  424.  Respite  care  discharges  accounted  for  41  percent 
(119)  of  all  discharges  in  FY  1992,  while  direct  and  indirect  residential  discharges  (172) 
comprised  the  remaining  59  percent  of  discharges. 

The  total  number  of  direct  and  indirect  discharges  are  lower  this  year  as  compared  to  last 
year,  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  ratio  of  direct  discharges  to  indirect  discharges.  In  FY  1991 
the  ratio  was  26  direct  discharges  including  deaths  and  transfer-outs  to  138  indirect  discharges. 
In  FY  1992  the  ratio  is  62  direct  to  1 10  indirect.

The  number  of  persons  served  at  the  five  North  Carolina  Mental  Retardation  Centers  for 
fiscal  year  1992  was  2,866.  This  total,  2693  residents  and  173  respite  care  clients,  is  a decrease 
of  five  percent  from  the  1991  total  of  3,009.  There  was  a decrease  in  both  the  Residential  and 
the  Respites  served  in  FY92.  The  number  of  respite  care  clients  served  showed  a big  decrease  - 
-from  305  to  173,  while  residential  clients  served  decreased  from  2704  to  2693.

Part  in  is  presented  in  graph  and  tabular  format  in  a manner  to  profile  selected  characteristics 
of  the  population  of  each  center  and  the  aggregate  population  of  all  five  centers.  The  graphs 
present  resident  population  trends  for  the  previous  fifteen  years.  The  tables  provide  frequency 
distributions  by  race,  sex  and  age  groups  plus  mean  and  median  statistics  for  age  at  admission, 
current  age  and  length  of  stay.  These  statistics  are  arranged  by  diagnostic  categories. 

Some  of  the  key  points  of  the  report  are: 

Fifty  eight  percent  of  the  clients  are  currently  between  the  ages  of  25  and  45. 

Eighty  nine  percent  of  the  residents  are  severely  or  profoundly  retarded. 

Nineteen  percent  of  the  clients  have  a vision  or  hearing  impairment. 

Twenty  four  percent  of  the  clients  have  mental  disorders  in  addition  to  mental 
retardation. 
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PROFILE  SUMMARY 


GRAPHS; 

The  graphs  on  pages  4 through  9 show  population  trends  over  the  past  fifteen  years.  On  June 
30,  1992  the  resident  and  on-leave  population  at  the  five  Mental  Retardation  Centers  totaled 
2,547  persons.  This  represents  a 24  percent  decline  from  the  end  of  fiscal  year  1976  when  the 
resident  and  on-leave  population  was  3,504  persons. 

Over  the  past  fifteen  years  the  resident  population  at  each  of  the  mental  retardation  centers  has 
declined.  Although  Western  Carolina  Center  experienced  periods  of  growth  during  the  late 
1970’s  and  early  1980’s  they,  like  all  the  MRC’s,  have  had  a general  decline  in  numbers  of 
residents  since  peaking  in  1971.  The  sharp  drop  in  the  population  at  Western  Carolina  Center 
between  1982  and  1983  reflects  transfer  of  residents  to  Black  Mountain  Center. 

TABLES; 

Six  sets  of  three  tables  contain  statistics  for  each  of  the  five  Mental  Retardation  Centers  and  a 
statewide  summary.  The  data  in  all  tables  is  presented  for  each  of  19  diagnostic  categories. 
These  19  categories  are  collected  into  seven  larger  groups  plus  a mental  retardation  group. 
Except  within  the  mental  retardation  group,  clients  are  anticipated  to  have  one  or  more  diagnoses 
in  other  categories  within  each  group.  Consequently,  in  some  group  totals  the  frequency  may 
exceed  the  total  population  and  the  percent  may  exceed  100%.  Conversely,  since  each  client 
should  have  only  one  mental  retardation  diagnosis,  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  statistics  within 
the  mental  retardation  group  may  also  be  applied  to  the  institution  as  a whole. 

Where  categories  other  than  mental  retardation  contain  mostly  zeroes  it  should  be  presumed  an 
absence  of  reporting  rather  than  absence  of  clients  having  the  diagnosis.  Data  in  the  state  total 
tables  will  be  similarly  affected.
